A writer in the New York Commercial Ad­ 
vertiser has been figuring on tie* present strike 
in that city, and the result is a little startling, 
and ought to promote some deep thinking, not 
only among those who are now idle, but by 
those with whom the advisability of striking 
for eight hours is yet a subject of discussion. 
This writer estimates that during tho past 
month 40,000 men have taken part in Hie 
strike, but lie reduces the nnrnlier one-half, 
and averaging their wages at Sd each, shows 
that at least $1,440,OOO has berm lost on their 
side, a sum which no trade union fund is ca­ 
pable of reimbursing. 
Then lie estimates the 
employers’ loss in the actual profits he would 
have realized on the month's labor to lie, at a 
fair estimate, at least $1,151,000, making a 
total loss to employers and workingmen, by 
one month of idleness, of $2,.592,000, while 
the indirect loss to industry and taxablevalues 
in the lessened amount of products, reasoning 
on the same basis, is $5,760,000. 
Should the 
strikers succeed in the movement, all they ex­ 
iled to gain is tile two hours of idleness each 
lay, which will permanently lessen th** amount 
of the product* of their Industry and consti­ 
tute an actual loss to themselves and the 
country at large. 
They should bring a little 
arithmetic to l»eur upon the question, and in 
all seriousness ask themselves the question, 
“will it pay ?”

Horse Record*. 


Tile following interesting statute was passed 
by the last Legislature: 
“Every person or |>er*oii8 ow ning or keep­ 
ing a stallion for breeding purposes shall be 
required, I ie toro advertising the service* of 
said stallion, to tile a certificate, under oath, 
with the county clerk of tilt* county where 
said stallion is owned or kept, stating name, 
color, age, size, together with tho pedigree at 
said stallion as full as aUainahb, and the 
name of the person by whom said stallion was 
bred. 
Any person who shall neglect to make 
und file a certificate required by the provisions 
of this aet, or who shall willfully make and file 
a false certificate of the statements aforesaid, 
shall forfeit Hie sum of one hundred dollars to 
lie recovered in any court of competent juris­ 
diction. 
It shall be the duty of the district 
attorney of the county wherein said stallion is 
owned or kept to commence an action for the 
recovery of the forfeiture hereby allowed upon 
his receiving satisfactory evidence (hat such 
advertisement has been madu and that the 
certificate has not been flied us here required, 
or that a false certifies te bas been so flied, 
said action to be brought in the name of the 
people of this State; in all actious wherever 
the penalty prescribed by this act shall be re­ 
covered and collected, one half thereof shall 
be paid to the person furnishing the proof 
upon which such recovery was procured, and 
one-half shall be paid to the treasurer of the 
county for tbs support of the poor.
